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CONTROL  AND  IBEVENTION  OP  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


IMMUNISATION 


During  1  957  sixty  one  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  received 
their  primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria*  Fifty  one  older  children  received 
further  injections  to  maintain  their  immunity* 

Substantial  progress  was  made  with  poliomyelitis  vaccinations.  The 
majority  of  those  registered  has  been  vaccinated  except  where  a  rigid  preference 
for  a  British  vaccine  has  been  stated* 

BCG  vaccination  of  children  of  school  leaving  age  was  continued, 

26  boys  and  33  girls  accepted  it. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


There  were  no  deaths  recorded  as  due  to  this  disease. 

Four  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  of  non-pulmonary  disease 
were  notified.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Main,  water  supplies  where  available  continued  to  be  satisfactory  whilst 
shallow  wells  remained  polluted, 

Bringhurst  and  Drayton  have  had  mains  laid  and  almost  all  domestic 
premises  connected  thereto. 

Extension  of  mains  water  to  the  remaining  eleven  Parishes  is  provisionally 
approved  and  will  depend  on  completion  of  the  River  Dove  scheme, 

2556  dwelling  houses  now  have  an  internal  supply  serving  a  population  of 
8IO3,  149  houses  have  external  standpipes,  whilst  5&3  houses  still  rely  on  wells 

and  expose  a  population  of  14^  9  to  some  risk. 

Samples  of  mains  water  which  were  taken  during  the  year  were  in 
connection  with  tests  on  new  mains.  Two  such  samples  were  taken, 

13  samples  of  well  water  were  taken.  All  but  one  proved  unfit  for 
domestic  use. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  District  is  served  by  73  privies,  183  pail  closets  and  3203  water 
closets,  the  latter  discharging  to  some  18  publicly  owned  sewage  works,  11  sewer 
dykes,  one  private  system  and  in  one  case  direct  into  a  watercourse.  In  addition 
there  are  some  214  cesspools. 

Disposal  schemes  have  been  formulated  for  seven  other  Parishes  including 
Loughton  and  Mowsley,  Bringhurst,  Drayton  and  Great  Easton,  and  Gumley, 
Modifications  are  planned  to  the  works  at  Kibworth,  Fleckney  and  Husbands  Bosworth, 

The  control  of  works  by  systematic  analyses  of  effluents  was  commenced 
and  68  samples  of  effluent  were  examined. 


HJBLIC  CLEANSING 

House  refuse  is  collected  at  fortnightly  intervals  by  direct  labour  and 
disposed  of  by  crude  tipping  at  Foxton,  Husbands  Bosworth,  Hallaton  and  Kibworth,
